Town  AFFAIRS  AGAIN. 

The  Collectorsliip  of  the  town  require* 
only  a  paaaing  notice.  Not  because  of  Its 
•maikr  consequence,  but  for  the  reason 
that  ita  importance  ia  obviona  to  all 
thoughtful  citiaena.  Tho  collection,  an f. 
keeping  and  accounting  for  970,000  to 
|100  000  is  not  a  trivial  matter,  and  de¬ 
mands  not  only  known  integrity  but  more 
than  usual  intelligence.  Something  of 
iv  itiUr  iu  tnoth  it  an  acquisition  not  to  be 
overl. Hiked  in  hia  selection.  It  would  aof 
ten  the  sap  -rltiea  th-it  frequently  appear  in 
the  taxgvilierir's  intercourse  w*tii  citiaena. 
But  we  Itelieve  that  he  ia  alto  the  cashier 
to  pay  bills  when  authoriaed  by  the  town¬ 
ship  committee.  This  involves  other  qua) 
ifientions,  and  rightfully  includes  the 
functions  of  a  Comptroller. 

We  next  come  to  consider  the  Township 
Committee.  It  is  quite  common,  we  think 
to  regard  this  Board  as  tha  Central  power, 
the  supreme  authority  of  the  township, 
and  to  mil  at  or  berate  them  for  delin 
queneics  in  any  quarter,  or  for  failing  to  in 
itiata  and  carry  ««  improvements  wMen 
may  seem  desirable.  Their  relations  to 
tha  town  am  qoite  misunderstood.  Their 
powers,  il  we  understand  them,  are  not 
organic,  they  are  ooly  delegated,  and  even 
then  they  must  lie  specifically  defined  and 
set  forth  by  legislative  enactments.  They 
hare  no  original  power  to  make  an  ordt 
nance,  to  forbid  a  trespass,  to  abate  a 
nuisance  or  to  authorise  an  improvement 
Perhaps  we  may  qualify  this  a  little,  as  an 
instance  does  occur  to  us  where  after  a 
town  meeting  voto  placed  in  the  hands  ol 
the  town  committee  9300  to  spend  ia  im¬ 
proving  the  Park  they  did  call  into  exer¬ 
cise  their  combined  original  genius,  and. 
Presto!  said  Pirk  was  forthwith  surround¬ 
ed  with  a  cord >>u  of  giiustiy  guardians 
four  feet  high,  stalk  and  stiff,  at  regular 
intervals  of  shout  eight  feet.  Albeit, 
their  defensive  ability  must  consist  in  their 
power  to  frighten  off  intruders,  for  they 
arc  nude  and  have  neither  arms  nor  legs. 

But  in  general  and  nlwaya,  theirautbori- 
ty  is  limited  to  certain  well  defined  admin¬ 
istrative  acts,  chiefly  such  as  endorsing  the 
Assessor’s  estimates,  auditing  bills  and 
making  drafts  upon  the  Comptroller,  over¬ 
seeing  the  so  called  repairs  or  highways 
sfter  the  people  have  voted  an  appropria¬ 
tion  for  that  purpose,  etc. 

We  have  no  disposition  to  disparage 
the  office,  much  leas  the  worthy  gentlemen 
composing  our  township  committee.  But 
we  think  the  relations  and  dntics  of  that 
committee  ought  to  be  understood  Pm 
sibly  we  ourselves  misapprehend  them  ;  if 
to,  wv  shall  tin  glad  to  Im  enlightened 
And  If  we  are  right,  we  hope  It  will  be 
seen  that  our  villages  are  in  a  very  primitive 
state  of  government;  quit*  too  much  an 
for  a  compact  town  of  six  or  seren  thous- 
snd  people  of  such  varied  chsractera  and 
diverse  personal  Interests  and  pn  sible  im 
ptlltoa.  Do  we  not  need  a  tew  a  yanarnmant  f 
Are  wc  not  old  enough  to  Ise  allowed  some 
measure  of  self-reliance  I  of  town  rigbte? 
of  discntlon!  of  responsibility  I 

Then  jphv  should  we  not  obtain  from 
the  I  .e-i  1st  at  u  re  an  art  of  incorporation  for 
jnur  village  which  would  give  us  a  board  of 
trustees  with  certain  municipal  rigliu 
authority  and  prerogative  *  Or  it  aniy  be 
that  the  Legislature  could  confer  all  diuir- 
aide  powers  upon  tha  Town  Committee, 
But  we  want  a  government  that  can  make 
necessary  ordinances  about  sanitary  rrga 
latlona,  corner  loalers,  Aehbath  observance, 
sijrwslk  Incumbrance,  street  signs.  «te.,etc. 

We  shall  look  with  Interest  for  the  forth 
coming  report  of  our  present  township 
board.

*’  Dsuokory."  that—"  New  Yorkers  are  to 
be  commended  fur  their  patience,  if  they 
can  submit  lo  the  oppressive  taxation  of 
about  tbrev  and-ooa  half  per  cent,  and 
that  we  would  treat  them  better  It  they 
would  corn*  out  to  Esse*  County.” 

Allow  me  to  take  this  remark  for  a  text, 
upon  which  to  fouod  a  lew  remarks  con 
earning  the  interests  of  the  beautiful  town 
in  which  we  reside. 

There  can  be  no  sounder  argument  ad¬ 
vanced  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  desir¬ 
able  parties  to  locale  In  our  Tilings  tbsn 
this  fact.  The  first  enquiry  mads  by  pro¬ 
poned  residents  of  any  tosn  is  generally — 
What  ia  the  tax  rate  t  If  It  Is  low  com 
pared  with  other  place*,  all  things  cl«c 
'•ring  equal,  that  place  will  not  be  long 
in  taking  its  stand  among  the  thriving  and 
•reowlng  towns  that  are  bccocn-ng  so  con 
spicuous  throughout  our  Stite. 

But  while  the  lax  rate  ia  now  low  a* 
compared  with  New  York  City,  we  must 
i>enr  in  mind  that  the  city  offers  many  ad 
vantages  to  offset  this  matter  of  taxation 
iiuiing  which  are  the  low  prices  of  articles 
ised  lor  dally  consumption. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  majority 
of  articles  in  daily  u«e  by  the  inhabitant* 
of  this  town -  particularly  groceries  and 
meat  a  etc.,  art  considerably  higher  than 
in  ninny  other  places. 

If  any  proof  ia  required  concerning  this 
matter,  let  any  ona  take  note  of  the  baskets 
and  bundles  to  be  teen  on  the  train  upon  s 
Saturday  afternoon  nr  evening,  or  examine 
the  coutents  of  the  boxes  delivered  by  the 
express. 

Now,  Mr  Editor,  while  you  an  doing  a 
noble  wotk  for  this  town  in  advertising 
iu  claims  to  stt.-ntion.  do  not  forget  these 
causes  which  are  a  drawback  to  its  ad¬ 
vancement,  and  give  a  little  attention  to 
the  ninny  dealers  iu  different  articles  in 
daily  use.  and  show  to  them  by  the  efforts 
ol  your  able  pen  that  it  is  butlei  for  them 
selves  and  others,  and  the  general  prosper 
ity  of  the  town,  to  tell  their  goods  at  rates 
that  will  compare  with  other  localities. 

In  another  column  of  your  piper  you 
call  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
office  of  assessor,  and  remark  that  the  law 
ia  at  fault  in  not  giving  him  assistants  or 
associates  constituting  a  board  of  assess 
ment.  In  the  opinion  of  the  writer  of 
rtiia  article  this  is  just  what  ia  needed.  No 
one  man  is  capable  of  filling  this  office  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  all  the  tax  payera  of  thi* 
tow-iahip  In  al  kinds  and  descriptions  of 
private  business  there  are  very  few  men 
who  do  not  require,  and  prefer  to  have, 
associates  to  confer  with  from  time  to  time 
regarding  the  advisability  of  measurrs 
connected  with  their  Itusincsa.  There  is 
no  one  so  self  reliant  as  to  think  that  his 
judgment  is  iafaJUbW,  and  there  ia  not  a 
doubt  that  the  confirmation  of  hit  opini¬ 
ons  or  setioo  in  regard  to  assessments 
would  be  acceptable  to  any  one  bolding 
this  important  office. 

There  have  been  many  complaints  in 
Bloomfield  aa  well  as  other  places  regard 
mg  the  manner  in  which  property  ia  assess 
ed.  It  has  been  tho  custom  among  thoor 
holding  this  office  to  rate  very  valuable 
plots  of  ground  at  a  very  tow  figure  a* 
compared  with  their  intrinsic  value.  Lands 
hich  would  sell  for  from  three  to  five 
thousand  dollars  per  actu  have  been  rated 
at  five  or  six  hundred,  because  th?  owners 
claimed  they  did  not  derive  any  income 
from  such  lands  commensurate  with  their 
saleable  value.  But  if  they  told  a  building 
lot  lo  some  poor  struggling  mechanic  he 
would  Im  compelled  to  pay  a  tax  upon  ita 
full  value.  This  method  of  doing  business 
aa  is  evident  lo  all,  excepting  those  owning 
such  lands,  it  radically  wrong,  and  do- 
nands  that  some  provision  shall  be  made 
that  all  may  g e»  their  just  docs  without 
fear  or  favor.  Because  a  plot  of  ground 
ia  cilled  a  farm  Is  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  meet  its  just  liabilities  even  If  no  in¬ 
come  is  derived  from  its  (arming  opera¬ 
tions.  In  tbs  apportionment  ol  taxation 
in  any  township  a  certain  amount  has  to 
Im  raised,  and  it  la  only  just  and  fair  that 
oil  should  share  the  burden  equally.  There 
it  nothing  that  baa  hindered  Upgrowth  of 
the  many  towns  throughout  the  State  an 
much  as  unequal  taxation.  If  the  owner* 
of  large  tracts  of  land  were  compelled  to 
p  ty  their  fair yhsre  of  taxation  as  all  nthrr 
property  Is  compelled  to  do  they  would 
not  lie  enabled  to  hold  their  land*  fer  econ 
•my  prices  as  they  now  can  do,  and  to 
ratnrd  Iks  yiwtA  sad  prosperity  *f  th* 
laealily  thoy  inhabit.  If  a  fair  deal  were 
hsd  in  this  matter  the  rate  would  be  lens 
*n<l  the  price*  of  real  ratals  brought  within 
the  bound*  of  reason  and  common  * 

A*  ton  suggest.  Mr.  Editor,  what  I*  want¬ 
ed  la  cot  *m  bat  n  board  ot  aa*e*aor*  who. 
looking  at  tb*  whole  welfare  of  the  place, 
would  not  scruple  to  appraise  all  proparty 
at  Iu  true  value. 

Another  cause  that  la  silently  at  wotk  to 
hinder  the  growth  and  development  of  oar 
tow  nt  sod  village*  ia  so  much  special  legis¬ 
lation.  It  ia  astonishing  to  aa*  the  amount 
of  work  eat  out  for  th*  prsuwt  session  of 
our  legislature.  Il  mem*  to  lie  tha  fashion 
for  each  and  every  one  to  apply  fer  special 
acta  lor  all  laannar  of  purposes,  aud  while 
some  of  such  acts  may  accomplish  some 
good,  the  general  tenor  of  them,  lakea  aa  a 
whole,  ran  only  produce  confusion  to  the 
Itrrmanaut  intrusts  of  Use  country  at  large. 
There  are  applications  sow  before  the  lag 
•slatur*  to  divide  a  township  in  this  vicin 
lly,  which  l*  already  too  smalt,  but  some 
of  the  parties  concerned  are  diseat isfl  »| 
and  wan,  to  start  housekeeping  on  limit 
own  account,  sod  are  so  ambitious  ar  to 
want  to  be  governed  by  a  Cosncu.  consist 
ing  of  seven  member*.
